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This artist works 





from the newspaper to canvas 


t 84, it would seem almost 

impossible that anyone could 

have a second career, but not for 
Gladys Chandler. 

Ever since she retired from the 
telephone company in 1964, the Upland 
resident has been making a living 
painting pictures. 

“That’s what’s keeping me going,” 
she said. 

What is unusual about her paintings, 
is her subjects. They are not of family or 
friends, but people who appear on the 
pages of newspapers. 

“The idea was so appealing, | thought 
why not,” she said. 

Every day, as Chandler reads her 
morning paper, she clips all the 
photographs and saves them for future 
masterpieces. 

“| look for the human interest 
pictures,” she said. ‘Those that are 
beautiful.” 


Her first one, five years ago, was of a 
little old lady crocheting at the Los 
Angeles County Fair. 

“It sold right away and | even received 
a blue ribbon at an art show for it,” she 
said. 

Sometimes she reproduces them 
exactly as they appear in the 
newspaper, other times she gives them 
a different background. 

“T look through magazines for the 
perfect background or | make them up 
out of my head,” the white-haired 
woman said. 


If the picture appears fuzzy in the 
paper, Chandler goes to the newspaper 
office and picks up the original print. 

Completing one painting usually 
takes three or four days. 

“! don’t do it all day,” she said. “‘l dab 
a little, take a break and go back.” 

In addition to newspaper pictures, 


Chandler gets her ideas from postcards, 
birthday cards and magazines. 
“Whatever | can get my hands on,” 
she said. 
Chandler first began painting when 
she was 12 years old. 


“My dad couldn’t afford to pay for fine 
art lessons, so he sent me to achina 
painting class (learning to paint flowers 
and things on china),” she said. “I 
learned a lot about art from the class.” 


She quit paiting after she graduated 
from high school, got married and went 
to work for Pacific Beil Telephone. 

During her 40 years with the 
telephone company, she did not have 
much time for painting. 

“| worked and raised my children,” 
she said. 

After her retirement, Chandler and her 
husband went to live in Northern 
California. 





“l was so used to being busy that | 
almost went nuts,” she said. ‘‘Thats 
when | started painting again. | wanted 
to imporve my technique so | took a few 
art lessons.” 

After a few years in Northern 
California, she moved to Upland 10 
years ago. 

Her talent has passed on to her 
daughter, Patricia Chandler Ireland. 

“She does beautiful work,” she said. 

Although her family keeps her busy 
— Chandler has two children, seven 
grandchildren and nine great 
grandchildren — she loves her art work. 

“?m really a pretty good artist when | 
get all my spare parts in,” she said. “I 
am doing what | always wanted to be — 
an artist. | can’t believe that | am 
fullfilling my dream. But it only goes to 
show you, if you stick to it, it does 
happen. | believe I’ll keep doing this till | 
just can’t see anymore.”

The first day of kindergarten 
can be pretty scary, for the 
teacher as well as the kids. 

To make that first day a little 
more relaxed, the Cucamonga 
School District is doing 
something it’s never done 
before. It’s testing the 190-200 
children who will enter Guasti 
School this year, a kindergarten 
school, to see just how prepared 
they are to hit the chalkboard 
and the finger paints. 

Teacher La Verne Purtle said 
fine motor skills, vocabulary, and 
an ability to get along with other 
children are the qualities she 
looks for in a potential 
kindergartener. 

“It gives us insights into 
personalities,” Purtle said. 

Purtle said she tested a little 





boy last Friday morning who 
didn’t seem to want to talk 
mucn. He couldn't even tell her if 
he had any brothers or sisters. 
His mother had to answer for 
him, she said. 

In a case like that, she makes 
a note so the teacher who has a 
shy child in his class will know 
to give him special tasks to do, 
such as handing out papers to 
the class or taking something to 
the office, that will force him out 
of his shell. 

The prescription is the 
opposite for the more effusive 
children. 

“The outgoing ones are the 
ones we try to push back alittle 
bit so the shy ones will have an 
opportunity to shine,” Purtle 
said. 

The testing gives teachers an 
advantage so they don’t walk 
into the classroom on that first

Once the Los Olivos public housing 
project in Upland was known to local police 
as a war zone. 

Illegal bonfires, rocks thrown at police 
cars, even the sound of shots ringing 
through the night were a common 
occurrence. 

But these days you’d never know it to 
look at it. 


high tomato plants that run alongside his 
home. A pet cockatiel sat outside in its 
wrought-iron cage in the sun. Children 
played in their yards or rolled around on 
skates loaned by the recreation center 
there. 

“It used to be a battle zone and now it’s 
like any part of the city,”’ Upland Police 
Chief Coy Estes said of the community of 
99 red-brick homes with neatly trimmed 
lawns on Campus Avenue, just north of 
Foothill Boulevard. 

“When | was young, in my time, there 
were fights with the cops,” said Danny 
Contreras, 31, who grew up in Los Olivos 
and was once leader of a gang there. Now 
he and his wife are raising seven children in 
one of the apartments. 

“| think it’s more family oriented now. | 
like it now,” said his wife, Delia. 

“I give the credit to the executive 
director up there who runs things by the 
book and eliminates the problems that are 
minor before they are major,” the police 
chief said. 

That executive director is Xenia “Sam” 
Szabo, who took the helm six years ago 
after starting in the Upland Housing 
Authority as a clerk in 1973. A diminutive 
woman in her early 30s, Szabo runs the 
complex with a firm hand anda friendly 
smile.

But when she first took over, her firm 
hand probably looked more tike an iron fist 
to the families she evicted. Although 
violations of the lease or the law are cause 
for eviction, that had not been consistently 
enforced. 

As a result, she said, an unruly minority 
was making life miserable for the majority 
at Los Olivos. 

“| did not enjoy it — displacing the 
families and knowing from here it would 
only get worse, but | had 95 other families 
that were suffering terribly because of 
them,” she said. 

A waiiing list of hundreds of families 
wanting to live in Los Olivos also spurred 
her to evict families that broke the rules 

Some families wait so long for homes 
that many of their children have grown up 
by the time they get one, she said. In the 
meantime, those family members have lived 
two and three families to a home. 

“That's why the ones who abuse the 
program, | don't feel bad about sending 
somewhere else,"’ Szabo said. 

Szabo's method has apparently worked. 

Although figures are not available before 
1983, the Upland Police Department 
reported vioient crimes had dropped 83 
percent between 1983 and 1985, and overall 
Criminal activity was down 21 percent. 

Szabo said she was able to clean up the 
project to the extent she has by working 
with the police on criminal activity and by 
maintaining good communications with the 
residents. She encourages them to call the 
police when they have problems.

Creating anormal, safe place for the 
single mothers, senior citizens and other 
residents in Los Olivos is a priority with 
Szabo. Although it is a federally-subsidized 
project for low-income families, she is 
convinced it does not have to look like one. 


She worried that a fence needed along 
Campus Avenue would be a barrier from the 
rest of the community. Finally, the authority 
chose a less imposing wrought-iron fence 
— an idea she said she adapted from the 
Upland golf course. 


She is anxious for residents to share 
that same pride. As a result, she has 
instituted a recognition program for those 
who take care of their yards, housing 
authority board member Michael Varela 
said 


Allis not a bed of roses, however. 

Graffiti still shows up regularly on 
project walls and Szabo tries to remove it as 
quickly as it appears. Much of it isn’t spray- 
painted by the tenants, she said. More often 
it is the mark of evicted tenants expressing 
their anger 


At night, Los Olivos is still the gathering 
place of some former tenants who hold 
parties there with drugs and alcohol, she 
said. 


“They used to live here, but they all 
moved out,’ agreed tenant Contreras. ‘“‘It's 
like a home base and they even bring their 
girls here.” 


But the general consensus is that 
progress has been made. 


“It was a war zone. That's the way the 
other officers saw it,” Estes said. “The calls 
now are no less, no greater, than every 
other part of the city.”

William Gass launched his 
campaign for mayor of Rancho 
Cucamonga last week by 
charging that residents have not 
received ‘‘a fair shake” from city 
officials. 


we have big city problems,” the 
three-year city resident said at a 
press conference. 

“| think there’s been a general 
attitude in some factions of 
leadership of the city to just not 
care what the community 
wants,” said Gass, who was 
raised in Ontario and attended 
Chaffey College. 

“We need to be responsive to 
the needs and concerns of the 
citizens. | don’t think they’ve 
gotten a fair shake,”’ said Gass, 
president of the Upland-based 
California Association of 
Independent Businesses. 

Gass, an unknown figure in 
city politics, said he will rely on 
“grassroots” support in his race 
for mayor

(established) by knocking on 
doors,”’ Gass said. 


“The voters are so 
concerned,” he added, “and 
when voters are scared, they 
move into action.” 


Gass decided to act two 
weeks ago when it looked like 
Stout would run unopposed. 
However, two other candidates 
later filed for mayor. 


“We don’t need to let any 
politician have a free hand with 
the city,’ Gass said when 
he announced his candidacy. 


While trailing Stout in name 
recognition and campaign 
finances, Gass believes he leads 
in experience. 


“I’ve been working in the 
lawmaking field all my life,” said 
Gass, 30. ‘Dennis Stout has 
seven years experience. | have 
13,” he added. 


in addition to experience, 
Gass listed time as an asset. He 
said he will turn his Sacramento 
lobbying efforts over to a CAIB 
employee and resign his 


presidency, if necessary, to run 
the city. 

Gass charged Stout will not 
have enough time to be 
responsive mayor. 


“One way or the other, the 
voters are going to pay” if Stout 
is elected, Gass said. “‘He’s 
either going to do justice as a 
deputy D.A. or mayor... but he’s 
not going to do justice to both 
(jobs).” 


Gass said he decided to move 
from behind-the-scenes lobbying 


to the public arena because ‘'l 
felt alot more is going on here 
that can’t be ignored.” 


His campaign will “focus on 
community involvement” and 
issues such as traffic 
congestion, flood control, 
school overcrowding and 
“remaining flexible enough to 
make changes that reflect the 
community and where we're 
heading,” he said. 


Election day is Nov. 4. Voters 
will choose a mayor for the first 
time since the city incorporated 
in 1977.

Summer project aims 
at curbing dropouts 


By Marianne Aiken 


A former high school teacher 
from Oakland is trying to give 
South Ontario youngsters a 
better start in life. 

Johnny Thompson said during 
his days as a teacher, he saw too 
many students bruised by drug 
abuse, child abuse and 
neglectful parents. 

That neglect often led those 
children to drop out of school, 
creating a downward spiral of 
joblessness and hopelessness. 

He wanted to do something 
about it. 

So, in his new job as 
coordinator of the Bon View 
Community Center, Thompson 
figured out a way to intervene in 
lives that otherwise might turn 
sour. 

He started the ‘‘Who’s Who 
Positive Images” tutorial 
program, teaching students 
educational basics for an hour 
two days a week in the summer. 
(The program also runs during 
the school year.) 

“| myself was from a low- 
income area,’ Thompson said. “‘! 
was lost when | got to college. 
My value systems were pretty 
low.” 

Thompson’s aim is to battle a 
high drop-out rate and guard 
against the influence of gangs in 
the area, he said. 

‘If we just let the schools do 
their job, that’s not enough,” he 
said. 

The Tuesday and Thursday 
program is also a way of making

sure youths don’t waste their 
summer. 

“For recreation, you have to 
deserve it,” he said. ‘‘These kids 
deserve it, but a lot of them 
don’t. 

“When fall comes, they won’t 
have to fear that first day of 
school.” 

The community center 
program includes such things as 
how older kids should present 
themselves in a job interview, 
and teaching kids of all ages 
how to say ‘“‘thank you.” 

“Basically, I'm reinforcing 
values,’’ Thompson said. 

The summer program is free, 
and operates from donations, 
but Thompson said they’re 
hoping to find some funding for 
it by the fall. 

Tutor Phyllis Lewis, who 
donates her time to the program, 
said there’s usually a group of 19 
children in her classroom 
learning math, reading and 
spelling. 

“| found that some of them 
here really wanted to learn, so | 
started from there,” Lewis said. 


Lewis said some of the 
Hispanic children originally had 
a hard time with English. 


Now, those same children are 
doing creative writing. 


“A lot of them have started 
writing stories,” she said. 


Lewis said she tries to make 
the program challenging to get 
the youngsters to perform 
beyond their previous limits.

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Paul Miller is accustomed to 
strange looks, rude comments 
and impulsive behavior. 

“You walk around like that,” 
Miller said, pointing toa 
picture of himself in a Western 
outfit hanging on the family 
room wall, “and everyone 
starts throwing stones at you.” 

Miller’s clothes don’t attract 
that action, however. 

It’s his moustache. 

But no ordinary moustache 
is his. 

The hair that has grown from 
his upper lip for 10 years 
without feeling the prick of a 
razor now measures at least 72 
inches by Miller’s best guess. 

“You’re as tall as you can 
reach,” explained the 6-foot 
Alta Loma resident as he 
stretched his arms, ‘“‘and (the 
moustache) goes out beyond 
my fingers.” 

Just to be sure, Miller 
occassionally lays his jet-black 
whiskers out on the kelly green 
felt surface of the pool table 
that dominates the family room 
of his house. 

Then he applies a tape 
measure. 

“You want to be accurate,” 
he said of the cookie-duster he 
began growing “for no reason 
other than | wanted to see what 
it looked like.” 

But despite the disdainful 
comments he sometimes hears 
— and the curious hands that 
reach out to tug this very real 
appendage — Miller has ‘‘a lot 
of fun” with the moustache. 

He should. 

The whiskers have won him 
11 awards, numerous trophies, 
a pair of iguana-skin pointed- 
toe boots, and entry to the 
closed world of Hollywood 
celebrity. 

It all started when he visited 
a waiter’s race at the 
Moustache Cafe on trendy 
Melrose Avenue in Los 
Angeles, he said. 

The owner took an 
immediate liking to him — he 
won’t say whether that means 
free food, just that ‘‘! get real 


good service” — and 
introduced him to other 
restauratuers. 


Now, he can walk into Spago 
(and Ma Maison, before it 
closed) and mix easily with 


celebrities. 

“It’s different when you go 
to Hollywood,” he said. 
“People come up to you and 
talk to you.” 

Out in the West Valley, he 
said, ‘you meet a lot of smart 
people” who “make every 
derogatory comment you ever 
heard.” 

But Miller takes it all in 
stride. The trade-off is pretty 
good, he said. 

While most people clamor to 
be near celebrities, Miller is 
sought after by the famous and 
near famous. 

Miller has countless stories 
to tell — and photos to show 
— of celebrities who asked 
him to come backstage after a 
show. Why? 

“They wanted to have their 
picture taken with me,” he said 
with a laugh. 

“Dolly Parton stopped her 
show twice to talk to me,” 
Miller said proudly. 

It seems Miller and his wife, 
Sandy, turned a lot of heads in 
the Las Vegas casino where 
Parton was performing. Miller’s 
moustache earned the couple a 
front row seat for the show. 

And when Parton saw Miller, 
“she just stopped the show,” 
Sandy said in an earlier 
interview. 

In an unusual twist, Parton 
asked Miller if she could touch 
the moustache — something 
he rarely allows. 

“lve had it pulled hard too 
many times,” he laughed, ‘‘but 
| let her touch it.” 

And his moustache has put 
Miller in touch with television. 

He celebrated his 52nd 
birthday earlier this month on 
the Tonight Show. That brief 
stint on late-night television 
brought an invitation to appear 
on another show. In Puerto 
Rico. 

“A guy called up just this 
morning and told me he’d 
already bought the ticket,” 
Miller chuckled. 

“What does he think | am, | 
can just drop everything and go 
down there?” he asked, a 
twinkle in his eye. 

The answer to that question 
was simple. ‘| love San Juan, 
Puerto Rico,” he said, fairly 
drooling.

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Assessor outspent 
but won election 


SAN BERNARDINO — County 
Assessor R. Gordon Young, who 
won re-election June 3, was 
outspent by one of his three 
challengers, according to the 
final campaign finance 
statements filed with the 
Registrar of Voters. 

Young raised $26,187 and 
spent $16,441 but still ended the 
campaign with another $15,421 
in outstanding debts, including 
$5,000 he loaned his own 
campaign. 

The assessor easily won re- 
election, receiving 61.3 percent 
of the vote compared to 14.2 
percent received by Donald 
Williamson, 12.6 percent 
received by John ‘“‘Jack”’ Curry 
and 11.7 percent received by 
Michael T. Smith. 

Williamson, a Riverside 
County deputy assessor from 


Rialto, raised $27,514 and spent 
$27,512 in his unsuccesful bid to 
unseat Young, according to his 
campaign finance statement. 

Curry, a tax-auditor for San 
Bernardino County, raised $996 
and spent $996. Michael T. 
Smith, a deputy assessor for the 
county who lives in Ontario, 
reported raising $5,486 and 
spending $5,436. 

Smith contributed $3,116 to 
his own campaign. 


Those contributing the most 
to Young’s successful campaign 
included: Faul’s Bail Bonds, 
which gave $300; Joseph Dilorio, 
a Rancho Cucamonga developer 
who gave $250; and R.E. Wolfe, 
who gave $500.

Ever since Dorothy Wisely 
moved to Mt. Baldy in 1948 she’s 
been collecting, gathering and 
sharing the colorful history of 
the close-knit community. 

The 77-year-old woman is 
willing to listen to anyone’s 
stories about the mountain or its 
inhabitants because of her great 
love for the community. 

She’s eager to learn as much 
about the village and 
surrounding landscape as she 
can. 

Likewise, she’s also more than 
willing to share her knowledge. 
She’d rather talk about the 
mountain than herself. 

Whenever anyone wants to 
know some detail of the 
mountain’s past, chances are 
very good that Wisely either 
knows the answer or can find it. 

When the producers of the 
KCBS/Channel 2 news magazine 
show ‘Friday at Sunset,” wanted 
to do a mini-travelogue about Mt. 
Baldy, they went straight to 
Wisely. 


As soon as people heard she 
was interested in collecting 
history about the community, 
she said, they started bringing 
her items, mementos or pictures, 
some dating back to 1895. 

The material she has collected 
now fills album after album, 
neatly stacked in her living room. 
Along with each picture, Wisely 
has carefully included names, 
dates and places about the 
photo. 

She said she worries about 
who she will pass the 
information and historical items 
onto when she dies. It’s 
important that the history not be 
lost, she said. 

“1 fell in love with this place 
when | first came here. | thought 
it was unique. There was lots of 
activity down the mountain and 
we’re only an hour away from 
Los Angeles and then you can 
come back here and breathe 
fresh air...’ Wisely said, sitting 
in the cabin her husband, Al, 
built for her in the early 1950s.

Charles Baynham and his family, 
who discovered and developed 
the land where the Buckhorn 
Lodge now is located. 

Wisely’s eyes sparkled as she 
recounted some of the following 
historical community tidbits: 

@ Dell’s Camp was developed 
by Fred Dell in 1886. Dell 
operated the property now 
occupied by the Mt. Baldy Trout 
Ponds. The camp used to be the 
mid-point between Mt. Baldy (old 
Mt. San Antonio) and the bottom 
of the mountain for miners. 

“It’s been 100 years for the 
trout area being hospitable to 
the people in the canyon,” 
Wisely said. 

® Foster and Ruth Currey 
established a full-fledged resort 
area, Camp Baldy, on the 
mountain. Mrs. Curry later 
married actor Eddie Burns, who 
encouraged his Hollywood 
friends to visit the mountain. 
Visits by Clark Gable and John 
and Lionel Barrymore and others 
started Hollywood's fascination 
with Mt. Baldy.

RIVERSIDE — You know 
how tough the off-road race 
course is, they say, by who 
gets mad at it. The love-hate 
relationship between drivers 
and the dirt will play again 
this weekend at the SCORE 
Off Road Wold 
Championship. 

It will be the 14th (and 
presumably last) time the off- 
road set will be competing on 
a bumpy, twisting, deceptive, 
decidedly unfriendly mile- 
and-a-half circuit at Riverside 
International Raceway, which 
is scheduled to close its 
doors and its record books at 
the end of this season. 

Some of the best off-road 
competitors in the world and 
some of the not so good 
don’t like Riverside, but they 
still come to race. Some of 
the living legends like Roger 
Mears of Bakersfield, and 
Walker Evans of Riverside 
thrive on its battered surface 
and seem born to race here. 

Mainly, the ‘‘stadium” 
drivers, who compete on 
circuits promoted by Mickey 
Thompson and others, short, 
smooth but demanding of 
wheel-to-wheel racing skills, 
say it's too rough. Veterans 
of the desert, champions of 
the Baja, compiain that the 
races are too short for them 
to show what they can do. 

But the result in 13 
previous races has been 
immensely entertaining for 
spectators, according to 
SCORE president Sal Fish, 
whose job it is to listen to 
complaints but whose joy it 
is to hear the paying 
customers scream their 
delight. 

Last year Fish went to help 
a driver who had crashed. The 
driver wound up screaming 
obscene threats based on his 
perception that Fish 
deliberately made a booby 
trap out of the track so he 
would crash. Yup, old 
screamer is back for more 
this year. 

The big names are equaily 
divided among ‘‘desert” 
drivers and ‘‘stadium”’ racers, 
despite the fact that neither 


class is satisified with the 
surface they will race on. 

Bob Gordon of Orange, a 
veteran of desert racing who 
has also raced in stadiums, is 
entered in both classes, as 
are Frank and Al Arciero Jr. of 
Huntington Beach and 
Laguna hills. Former 
speedway motorcycle star 
Jim Fishback Jr. of Etiwanda, 
will drive in a class for 
stadium cars. Former Baja 
1000 winner Larry Noel of 
Cave Creek, Ariz., will show 
his skills in a desert class 
race. 

Young Fishback will drive a 
Chenowth Magnum in class 
10 (single and two-seat 
vehicles 1650 cc VW) anda 
Chenowth Magnum in 
Stadium class 1 (unlimited 
single seat vehicles).

Q. | recently read about a dog 
that died of heatstroke in an 
automobile at a shopping center. 
How long can a dog or cat be left 
in an automobile during the 
summer months? Our dog really 
enjoys going with me on 
errands. Would it be safest to 
leave her at home? 

A. Closed or semi-closed 
automobiles can be extremely 
dangerous during the hot 
summer months for dogs, cats 
and children. Confining dogs 
and cats in closed automobiles 
on hot summer days is, 
unfortunately, still a very 
common practice despite the 
widely dissiminated adverse 
publicity that they may rapidly 
become death traps. Whenever 
the outside temperature is 85 F 
or greater, the temperature 
within a closed car may reach a 
lethal level within 15 minutes. In 
dark-colored automobiles, death- 
causing temperatures may be 
reached even faster. Puppies, 
short-nosed dogs, obese dogs 
and old dogs are more prone to 
suffer heat stress. Signs of heat 
stress include a very high rectal 
temperature, rapid panting, fast 
pulse rate, reddened gums, 
weakness, an anxious or staring 
expression and eventually

Rectal 
temperature may reach 106 to 
109 F. The normal temperature 
of the dog rarely exceeds 102.5 
F. Vomiting is fairly common 
during severe heat stress. 

Heat siress is an emergency 
situation. Immediate first aid 
should be administered. The dog 
should be immersed in cold 
water. If it is impossible to 
immerse the dog in cold water, 
spraying it with cold water is 
usually helpful. Ice applied to 
the head and between the thighs 
is beneficial. The dog should be 
moved to an air-conditioned 
room.

if the dog responds to first aid 
and is able to eat small amounts 
of ice cubes or drink small 
amounts of water, these should 
be offered. However, excessive 
amounts of oral water may be 
detrimental. If the rectal 
temperature has not been 
lowered to 103 F within 10 to 15 
minutes after starting treatment, 
acoid water enema should be 
administered. A standard human 
enema bag can be filled with 
cold water and ice cubes. The tip 
should be lubricated and 
inserted gently into the anus. 
Hold the bag high until the dog 
displays discomfort.

The American Association of 
Retired Persons is the nation’s 
largest organization for mature 
adults, expanding to more than 
11 million members over the 
years by pushing the qualifying 
age down to 50. For $5 per year 
per person or per couple, 
members receive six bimonthly 
issues of Modern Maturity 
magazine and a newsletter in the 
alternating months. AARP 
maintains an active lobbying 


organization on senior citizen 
issues nationally and in many 
State capitals. Additionally, 
member services include 
publications, local classes and 
clinics, and many local club 
activities. 

AARP contracts with specific 
companies to provide Medicare 
Supplement and other health 
insurance, home and auto 
insurance, investment packages 
and programs, by-mail pharmacy

Keeping children fit 
no easy task in our 
push-button world

For many adult Americans, 
fitness means taking the 
body back where it belongs 
— back to a state of aerobic 
enlightenment that awakens 
the child within. 

But for each drop of sweat, 
for each mile run and weight 
lifted, there is a child of the 
’*80s sidetracked by the 
sedentary amenities of a 
push-button world. 

“The kids are playing with 
the computer and watching 
TV while their parents are out 
exercising,’ observed 
Barbara Gordon, a registered 
dietitian at Children’s 
Hospital and Health Center, 
San Diego, where she works 
with overweight children. 

In the same vein, Anthony 
Annarino, president of the 
American Alliance for Health, 
Physical Education, 
Recreation and Dance, issues 
a frightening admonition: 

“Unless their behaviors, 
values and lifestyles change, 
this trend will have a negative 
influence on their lifelong 
health and physical fitness.” 

The statistics are 
disturbing: 

Only a third of children and 
adolescents ages 10 to 17

Tainted Italian wine never meant for sale in states

What eise do wine and Tyenol 
have in common?

It appears that Italian 
wines have kept similar loyalty 
among wine drinkers. 

Importers and retailers alike 
say sales of well-known 
producers are strong.

continuing to buy Italian wines. 
That's good; it shows a high 
level of understanding and 
sophistication, especially in the 
face of such incomplete media 
coverage.

We try 
ta‘nave-them identify the 
binge, and when it’s over, get 
baék on track.” 

A physical therapist and a 
lig@nsed clinical social 
worker combine with Gordon 
inthe multidisciplinary 
approach 

“With today’s society 
stuck oh thinness, there’s a 
lot.of pressure put on 
children,” acknowledged 
Gordon: “You can't just say: 
‘H@re’s a diet; follow it.’ It's a 


matter of changing behavior, 
and thecearlier the better. It’s 
more difficult to change the 
teéns than the younger 
ones.” 





The program encourages 
the children to start a more 
active lifestyle by taking 20- 
minute walks, especially after 
dinner to stimulate 
metabolism. ‘“‘We want to see 
at least three hours of 
aerobic activity per week,” 
said Gordon. 

“If their parents get them 
involved in soccer, 
gymnastics or a group 
activity, we find they are 
more apt to stick with it. We 
also provide a half hour of 
activity each week with our 
physical therapist that 
includes kickball, swimming 
and soccer.” 

Stressing nutrition, Gordon 
sets dietary guidelines that 
limit the intake of sugar-laden 
and fried foods. She divides 
foods into three categories: 
light, medium and heavy. 


The light encompasses the 
vegetable group, the medium 
low-fat dairy products, breads 
and cereals and the heavy, 
such foods as pizza, burgers, 
granola bars and fried 
chicken. ‘‘We encourage 
them to concentrate on the 
first two when snacking and 
save the third group for 
meals,” she said. “Desserts 
should be limited to twice a 
week unless they exercise 
more.”’ 


Because the majority of 
children eat five times a week 
at fast-food outlets, Gordon 
teaches them to make 
decisions with an awareness 
of the calories and fat to 
which they are exposed. 

“The average lunch at 
McDonald’s is a Big Mac, 
fries and a shake. An option 
would be a dtet soda or milk 
and the Big Mac. 
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understanding of the Italian wine 
industry is as good as anyone’s, 
said it is his feeling the scandal 
may actually have what he called 
“a salubrious effect” in the long 
run. It showed the system works, 
and works well for Italian 
exports and American imports, 
he said. Inside Italy, Corti said, 
there will undoubtedly be a more 
serious attitude among both 
officials and consumers in the 
world’s No. 1 wine-consuming 
country. 

In Corti’s words, “Good wine 
is so available in Italy, 
sometimes they make too free 
and easy with it.” No more. 

Good Italian wine is certainly 
easily available in this country, 
and | checked out a few that are 
easy to recommend for 
summertime consumption.

CLASSICO — Chianti as a 
summer wine?

It's very 
gentle and easy to drink, 
although the price makes me 
uncomfortable ($11). | have seen 
it discounted down to the $7 to 
$9 range. The 1985 is just 
arriving here and some 1984 
remains in stores. I'd usually 
recommend the youngest 
available, but the '84 is very 
drinkable with good lively 
acidity, more crisp than the fuller

d'ALBA — Pio Cesare is highly 
respected for their long-lived 
Barolos but also make a small 
amount of Dolcetto, a 
precocious light red made for 
early consumption.

This is a wonderful, 
quixotic wine from Joe Heitz 
who is best known for legendary 
Cabernet Sauvignon, i.e., 
Martha’s Vineyard. Well, this 
wine is just as distinctive, albeit 
several light years away in style 
and intent (not to mention 
price!). 

Grignolino is a light red of 
Italian heritage with a very 
distinct varietal characteristic 
best described as orange peel. 
It's sort of like a Valpolicella in 
structure with a dollop of Grand 
Marnier added. It takes well to 
light chilling, and | cannot think 


fresh basil. it’s also great with 
lamb. 

Just why does the irascible 
Mr. Heitz, whose Martha’s 
Vineyard Cabernets go for $30 to 
$50 a bottle, make this 
lighthearted gem? Maybe it’s 
because when he bought his 
initial modest Napa Valley 
winery back in the ’60s, the 
property produced just one wine, 
Grignolino (appropriately the 
winery was called ‘‘only one”) 
and the acreage was planted to 
the grape. Now it even carries a 
“Heitz Vineyard” designation, 
estate-bottled so to speak. 

I've yet to meet a wine lover 
who hasn't delighted in 
discovering this little-known 
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very pleasant with a hint of 
toasted almonds in the 


wine.

Decorative switch 
plates easy to make

With wooden shapes and 
cutouts so widely available 
today, you don’t have to be a 
skilled woodworker to make 
lively, decorative switch plates 
for your home. 

A brightly painted light switch 
cover can add areal spark toa 
nursery or child’s room, a 
playroom or a breakfast nook. 
And the thin wooden cutouts 
that are sold in craft catalogs, 
hobby shops, flea markets and 
even some hardware stores are 
perfect for the job. 

There will be a minor amount 
of wood cutting required for the 
job, since you'll have to make 
holes for two screws and a slot 
for the light switch. If you don’t 
have the equipment or the 


means to do the cutting yourself, 


there are still several options 
open to you. 

If you buy your shapes at a 
crafts fair or from a hobby shop 
that cuts the shapes, the people 
there may be willing to add the 
small holes for you. Or ask the 
local lumberyard if they can do 


the cutting for a small fee. 

When you are ready to get 
your project under way, first 
remove the plastic switch plate. 
Then use it as a guide for the 
size and placement for your 
necessary slots. Uniess you plan 
to make a cover that is designed 
off-center, measure it from side 
to side and find the center point 
before cutting she shape. 

Next, lightly sand the wood 
around the sides and across the 
top. It’s especially important to 
remove any rough edges, even 
though you'll be painting it. This 
way, you’ll be less likely to snag 
a blouse or pick up a splinter 
when you flip the light switch on 
or off. 

Then you can let your 
imagination run wild with paint 
colors. Use acrylic paints for 
easy cleanup with water. After 
the painted design has dried, 
protect the painted finish from 
wear by covering it with at least 


one coat of aclear enamel paint. — 


Even if you have a difficult 
time finding shapes cut from 
thin wood, or don’t think of 
yourself as being much of an 
artist, you can paint geometric 
































designs on simple squares of 
wood cut from scrap paneling or 
particle board. This can be a 
wonderful accent piece in a 
family room or master bedroom.

Nothing could be more 
traditional than Sotheby’s, the 
international art auction house 
in business since 1744.

At the opposite end of the 
country, Emily Jackson sits in 
her Graves-designed branch 
library in San Juan Capistrano, 
Calif., and marvels at the 
continued interest, still 21% 
years after completion. 

“We sfilf get people driving 
from far away, just to use the 
library,” Jackson said. “People 
don't come just to check 
something out. They do their 
taxes here, write letters, because 
ot the privacy offered.” 

The San Juan branch library 
has abaut 70,000 volumes and is 
designed with the nearby 
Spanish mission in mind but 
with enough touches to mark it 
as definitely post-modern. 

Jackson said circulation is 
way up, volunteers have arrived 
in abundance and the National 
Endowment for the Humanities 
has approved a $95,000 grant. If 
other post-modernist buildings 
are as delightful to the eye — 
and succeed in producing such 
dividends — she’s all for more of 
them. Her perspective from the 
world of libraries is worth noting: 

“tf you do anything new or 
different, you are going to be 
taking a risk,” she said. ‘‘But the 
benefits can be wonderful.” 

For cities across the country, 
the advent of post-modernism 
alsc brings with it the question 
of whether a local community 
can or should dictate its look — 
or, as architects would say — 
the appearance of the ‘‘built 
environment.” 

“We think controls (over 
design and land use) show great 
concern of the citizenry and we 
like to build in cities that are 
concerned because they 
appreciate quality,” says 
developer Gerald Hines. 

In San Francisco, planning 
director Dean Macris said the 
new downtown community plan 
was implemented iast year to 
achieve several social and 
economic goals. Architecturally, 
the plan and implementing 
ordinances required varied 
building tops.

until age 62. 


Although you have chosen to 
retire early, your working lifetime 
for Social Security purposes 
continues to count those years 
that were available to you for 
working even though you chose 
not to. The amount of your check 
will be based on your lifetime 
average earnings. Due to your 
retiring early, this average is 
lower than if you had waited 
until age 65 to retire.

(SSI). However, because of her 
advanced age she has difficulty 
doing her household chores. 
Does SSI provide household 
help?

A. No. But people getting SS!
